ON TWO PROJECTS 





Officials Planning Improve. 
ments and Want to Know 
What Public Prefers 





Directed to all residents in Up- 
land, the city council will soon 
send out questionnaires concern- 
ing the ‘proposed construction of 
a city hall and the proposed de- 
velopment of a city park. An- 
swers to the questions will give 
the officialy an idea of what the 


public in general thinks about 
the proposed improvement proj- 
ects, 


City councilmen met in an in- 
formal session last night to dis- 


cuss the poll and various other 
municipal matters, 
Actual form of the questior- 


naire has not been prepared. It 
is not definitely known just what 
will be stated in the proposal to 
the public. 

In general, however, one ques- 
tion will state: “Do you favor 
construction of a city hall at an 
estimated total net cost furnish- 
ed, to the city of $33,000?” 

Another question will concern 
this: ‘Do you favor development 
of the 12-acre park site east of 
the San Antonio Community hos- 
pital?” 

It may be possible for both 
projects to be undertaken, but 
another proposal on the question- 
naire may say: “If only one

do you prefer—city hall construc- 
tino or the park development ?” 

The city is proposing to sell its 
20-acre lemon grove. Money from 
this sa'e is expected to give am- 
ple funds for constructicn cf the 
city hall or for use on the park 
development program. Either 
project would be undertaken with 
the financial help of the federal 
government, 

Concerning the city hall, 
definite building plans have been 
made, but a general estimate 
places the probable cost at ap- 
proximately $60,000.

As to the park proposal, the 
city may order development of 
12 acres of the city park site 
fronting on San Bernardino road 
east of the hospital. The proper- 
ty can be cleared as a WPA 
project without direct cost to the 
city. Planting of trees and 
shrubbery and installation of the 
necessary water mains and pipes 
would be done in cooperation 
with the WPA. It is expected 
the city would furnish all mater- 
jals, all the labor coming from 
WPA, : 

Actual city outlay for the 12 
acreg would not be large, accord- 
ing to city officials, if only trees 
and ‘shrubbery are placed there. 
The maintenance cost would be 
an item each year, however, No 
estimate was available today as 
to the possible cost of the park 
project. In any event, the park 
program would result in an add- 
ed tax in the park fund.

Second Oldest Winery Struct- 
ure in Nation Is Garrett 
& Co. Building 


| 





Second cldest winery building 
in the United States is today re- 
ported to be the Cucamonga Vint- 
age Co. building cn Foothi'l in 
Cucamonga. It is the oldest: win- 
ery building in California. The 
jonly other winery building older 
| than the one at Cucamonga is lo- 
cated in North Carolina, 

These histcrical facts were es- 
tablished in a survey of the wine 
and grape industry being made 
by the Federa! writers staff 
a WPA project. 

The Cucamonga building was 
erected in 1839, It is still in 
use. Original wal's of the adobe 
building are standing. Fourteen 
old storage tanks, 83 years old, 
are also being used. Until 1933 
water power was used to operate 
the crushing and Separating ma- 
chinery. The walls are 14 to 20 
inches thick. 

H. H. Thomas & Son are own- 
ers of the building.

“red by tariff legislation. 

' ‘Having forced them to the third 
alternative, that of conquest, we 
can hardly assume a ‘holier than} 
‘thou attitude’ towards their pal-| 
-icy of aggression in China,” he} 
said. | 

The military assassinations, he, 
said, were Fascist in character, | 
the result of the prevalent feeling 
on the part of the farm popula- ! 
tion reflected in the army, which 
is largely recruited from the farms. 
The military voices the sentiments 
of the peasantry, who constitute 
49 per cent of the population. 

Mr. Cooper asserted that the} 
Japanese are the best educated 
people in the world, illiteracy be- 
ing less than one per cent. There 
are 17 million families in Japan 
and daily papers have a circula- 
tion of 19 million. All the best 
books in Fnglish, French and Ger- 
: man are translated into Japanese. 
©. The favorite fiction reading is 
’ mystery stories and “sword” 
stories, the latter being tales of 
feudal times. 

“We are constantly cultivating 
an attitude of war towards Japan,” 
he continued. “Such a war would 
be without purpose and without | 
results. Japan’s friendship meas- | 
ured in dollars and cents is worth 
three times that of China for dur- 
ing a 10 year period Japan pur- 
chased from us just three times | 
as much as China. 

; “The cualities of -the Japanese 
which aiitagonize us are the same 
as those which create antagonism 
in Europe against us: energy, ag- 
gression, initiative and progress-
